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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1. Claims 2-28, 55-70, 80-97, and 102-118 are currently under examination. The 
previous claims 98-100 and 119 have been cancelled in amendment filed 1/28/08. 

Status of previous rejections 

2. The previous rejection to claims 98-100 and 119 is withdrawn in light of applicant's 
cancelling the claims. 

3. Upon further consideration and search, the claims are rejected as follows. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international apphcation filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
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reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

5. Claim 94 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hahn et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,726,133). 

Hahn discloses ultrafine particles of carbon having an average primary particle size of 
about 38 nm in aggregated and agglomerates ranging in size of about 1 micron to 10 microns. 
See col. 5, 11. 42-45. 

6. Claim 95 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Moss (U.S. Patent 
No. 4,080,431). 

Moss discloses agglomerates of ultimate particles of borides, carbides and nitrides of 
metals of Group III- VI of the Periodic Table having submicron in size and range from about 0.01 
(10 nm) to about 1 .0 microns (1000 nm). Since Moss teaches powder comprising of 
agglomerates of primary particle whose primary particle size ranges overlap those recited by the 
claims; such overlapping range renders applicant's composition prima facie obvious despite 
difference in non-overlapping areas, see In re Malasari , 499 F.2d 1297, 1303, 182 USPQ 549, 
553 (CCPA 1974). To distinguish over prior art, applicant needs to demonstrate (e.g. by 
comparative test data) that the more narrowly claimed ranges for the alloying constituents are 
somehow critical and productive of new and unexpected results.
